ROUNDS 


The Gallagher-Dawson Fight 
at Frisco, 


Gallant Struggle by the Oaklander 
Against the Australian. 


The Latter Knocks His Man Out in 
the Forty-second Round. 


Both Braisers Receive a Terrific Batter- 
ing—The Oxaklander Badly Used 
Up Long Before He Was 
Knocked Out,

San Francisco, April 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.}] Fully ,1000 people 
gathered at the California Athletic 
Club tonight to witness a finish fight 
between Billy Gallagher and George 
Dawson, which lovers of fistic sport had 
confidently looked forward to as one of 
the greatest lightweight battles of a 
twelve month. Gallagher, who is an 
Oakland ex-amateur with a, record of 
successful contests, signalled his en- 
trance into the professional ranks by 
defeating Billy Mahan in February last. 
Victories over such men as Jim Burge 
and Billy Maber are part of Dawson's 
record, and despite the latter’s defeat 
by Tom Williams, he still holds the 
lightweight championship belt of Aus- 
tralia. 

Tonight’s fight was originally set for 
March 20, but was postponed as Daw- 
son had previously injured his leg and 
also contracted an attack of la grippe. 
That his admirers believed him in con- 
dition for a hard battle for the $1250 
purse tonight was shown by the betting 
shortly before the contest opened, when 
odds of 10 to 9 were freely offered on 
him. The men weighed in at a little 
under 140 pounds. Gallagher was 
somewhat the heavier. Ed Alexander 
and Ed were in Dawson's cor- 
ner. Martin Mirphy and Alec Greg- 
gains seconded Gallagher. Hiram Cook 
was referee. 

First round—The ball opened at 9:12 
with Dawson trying for an opening 
The men exchanged lefts on the cheeks 
and got away. Gallagher swung his 
left a couple of times, falling short. 
Dawson got in on the wind and caught 
a left on the cheek. The round was a 
slow one. 

Second round—Gallagher came up de- 
terminedly, while Dawson kept up feint- 
ing with his left and breaking ground. 
He slipped to one knee to avoid a swing 
and the .spectatvrs hissed. Gallagher 
led his left ohce or twice, but the dis- 
tance was not good. Dawson ran away 
from a couple of right-handers, but the 
Oakland boy caught him on the elbow 
as the round closed. * 

Third round—Dawson landed a right- 
rib roaster and evaded a fierce left 
swing. Billy tapped him lightly on the 
head with his right, but the Australian 
was very nimble and dodged. He got 
in a left under Gallagher’s jaw and 
again reached his chin with a short left. 
Gallagher missed a couple of openings 
and the spectators hissed. 

Fourth round—Excitement was so in- 


‘| tense that the spectators were not 


prone to excuse any shortcomings in 
their favorites. Dawson scored a right 
swing in the ribs and Gallagher, who 
had refrained from rushing in, got sev- 
eral light lefts onthe nose. He reached 
Dawson’s neck with a right swing, as 
the Australian ran away, twice, but 
when he made a swing at close quarters 
it went around Dawson doing no 
damage. 

Fifth round—Dawson several times 
reached Gallagher’s face with his lift, 
but did little damage to the hard- 
headed Oaklander. Dawson got in 
right and left on Gallagher’s jaw as the 
round closed. 

Sixth round—Gallagher came up mad 
and tapped Dawson onthe chin, giving 
him a right on the head. The Austrail- 
ian was more confident, and only 
laughed when Gallagher tapped him two 
hard lefts onthe chin, and gave him a 
right jabinthe ribs. Gallagher drew 
blood from the nose as they came to- 
gether in a clinch, and rushed in with a 
hard right-hander on the shoulder just 
before the gong sounded. 

Seventh round—Dawson sent in a 
good right-hander on the ear and got 
away. He was constantly looking for 
an opening, while the Oaklander, find- 
ing swings of little avail, waited for a 
chance to use his right at close quarters. 
Dawson got in hard twice on Gallagher’s 
face. 

Eighth round—Honors were even in 
this round, both men getting in onthe 
face in good shape. 

Niuth round—Gallagher got in a good 
left jolt on the jaw and scored several 
lefts in the wind. 

Tenth round—Gallagher's lip and 
nose were swelling, and he guarded 
himself carefully. Dawson appeared as 
fresh as ever and kept up his shifty jab- 
bing from all quarters.’ Gallagher 
scored two good ones inthe wind, but 
Dawson more than evened things by 
tapping him in the face. 

Eleventh round—Dawson punched 
Gallagher to the ropes, the latter wait- 
ing a good chance fora right-hander. 

Twelfth round—A left counter on the 
ear by Dawson and a back-hand right 
onthe ear from Gallagher were the 
features of this round, 

Thirteenth round—Gallagher sent 
Dawson spinning with a couple of left- 
hand wings and then rushed in desper- 
ately: He landed his right twice and 
Dawson to avoid him, slipped almost to 
the floor. The men exchanged swings 


at close range and a blow in the right { 


lace from either at this stage would 
ave proved a knockout. This was the 
hardest round fought. 

Fourteenth round—Even money had 
been bet prior to the fight that the con- 
test would not last fourteen ‘rounds. 
Gallagher, despite the odds on Dawson, 
had been selected by local opinion as 
the one toend the contest, but he had 
found Dawson nq easy work and though 
he got in twice 00 Dawson's wind the 
end of the round found the ‘Atstralian 
still jabbing away at him. 

But little more was done until the 
eighteen:h round, when Gallagher sud- 
denly caught Dawson on the cheek 
with his right, staggering him, and 
sent himto his knees with a right on 
the neck as the round closed. 

In the nineteenth round Gallacher 


dropped Dawson with a left onthe jaw, 
and after a hot exchange Dawson 
slipped to the floor, pulling Gallagher 
down. 

The twentieth and next two rounds 
were hot ones, Dawson using his left, 
drawing blood from Gallagher's mouth. 
The latter’s left eye, cheek and ribs 
were swollen. Gallagher countered, 
but accomplished little. 

From the twenty-third to the twenty- 
eighth round the fight continued about 
the same, Dawson jabbing away and 
Gallagher occasionally leading or coun- 
tering. It appeared any one’s fight at 
that stage. 

From the twenty-eighth to the thirty- 
sixth round very little effective work was 
done and honors were about even. In 
the thirty-sixth Gallagher suddenly 
dropped Dawson with a half-arm swing 
in thestomach. This was followed by 
sharp in-tighting, and Gallagher went 
to his corner tired. The fortieth round 
was reached at midnight and there was 
still no immediate prospect of a knock- 
out. 

In the fortieth round Dawson ham- 
mered Gallagher on his bleeding mouth 
repeatedly, almost cutting the upper 
lip away and staggering him. The 
spectators urged Lim to give it up, but 
Gallagher bravely came up for another 
round. 

The forty-first and forty second 
passed with Dawson forcing Gallagher 
from corner to corner, trying to jab 
him out. He fought fairly, and several 
times refused to take advantage of 
Gallagher’s half-hearted dodging. The 
latter was nearly worn out, and when 
Dawson got him against the ropes near 
the close of the forty-second, and hit 
him in the cheek with his right he 
dropped to a sitting position, and his 
seconds threw up the sponge. 

The spectators agreed that Dawson 
was an exceptionally clever man, and 
that Gallagher had made as good a 
fight against him as possible. 


A FATAL PANIC. 


The Brooklyn Bridge Horror Re- 
- _ peated in England. 


A Crowded Rallway Station at Hemp- 
stead the Scene of an Appalling Dis- 
aster—Several People Crushed 
to Death.

Lonpoys, April 18.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] A frightful catas- 
trophe occurred in the Hemstead rail- 
road station tonight when thousands of 
people who were celebrating Easter 
Monday were hastening to return to the 
city. In the crush somebody fell at the 
foot ot the staircase in the station and, 
those behind crowding, hundreds of per- 
sons were crushed into a heap. 

Another story is that the progress 
was barred by closing the door, which 
cansed those in the rear to crush for- 
ward. Two women and six children 
were killed and thirteen other persons 
seriously injured. No official informa- 
tion is obtainable as to the cause of the 
accident. 

Those at the back of the crowd were 
not aware of the catastrophe till the 
bodies were carried out and into view 
on the platform. Then a scene of the 


greatest excitement occurred, as thous- 


ands rushed frantically across the 
tracks in front of trains, and another 
calamity was only prevented by the 
officials stopping traffic. Dozens of 
people fainted owing to the extreme 
pressure, and some who were thought 
to be dead were restored by artificial 
respiration. 


HOPING FOR BLAINE. 


A New Yorker Says the Secretary May 
Make the Kace. 

"New Yors, April 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] William R. Grace, pres- 
ident of the Home and Country Protec- 
tive Brotherhood of Workmen, has sent 
a long communication to the Herald, in 
which he says: 

James G. Blaine will accept a nomination 
from the Minneapolis convention as 
promptly as would President Harrison or 
any other candidate. In doing so he can 
act in perfect harmony with his letter de- 
clining to be a candidate and perfect honor 
and fidelity to his cheif. 

Grace, when questioned as to his 
authority for the statement, said he 
had nothing whatever to add to it, but 
he would be willing to put up a certi- 
fied check for $5000 as a wager that 
Blaine would not deny his assertion. 
He says he had three interviews with 
the Secretary of State while in Wash- 
ington recently. 


Scandal Followed by Shooting. 

East Liverpoo.t (O.,) April. 18.—W. 
H. Spence, an attorney of New Lisbon, 
O., became involved over a scandal with 
the wife of William Cassoso, a restau- 
rant keeper of this place, and Cassoso 
armed himself and started out with the 
avowed intention of killing Spence. 
He found Spence with his brother 
Frank at their office and a three-cor- 
nered fight ensued. Frank Spence re- 
ceived two shots in the arm and one in 
the breast and W. H. Spence was shot 
twice in the body. The formeris dan- 
gerously wounded. Cassoso then left 
for home to kill his wife but was ar- 
rested and is now in jail. 


Florida Murderers Arrested. 

Ocara (Fia.,) April 18.--Five colored 
men and one woman are in jail charged 
with the murder of Stevenson and 
Payne. One of the negroes has turned 
State’s evidence and implicates Jerry 
Williams, who is among those arrested, 
in the crime. 


A Cyclone’s Work. 

Geraris (Oklahoma) April 18. is 
reported from the western part of the 
Creek Nation that. a_cyclone--passed 
through there, destroying over a dozen 
houses and many barns, and killing 
three people, many horses and cattle.

THE WIRES CUT 


Meager But Ominous N ews 
from Wyoming, 


The Whereabouts of Col. Van Horne’s 
Command Unknown. 


Fears That the Cavalrymen Have 
Fallen Into an Ambush. 


The Road from Fort McKinney to Fort 
Douglass Picketed by Rastlers De- 
termined to Secure the Cap- 
tared Cattlemen. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Omauna, April 18.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Special to the Bee from Doug- 
lass, Wyo., says that all press telegrams 
from Buffalo are in a measure con- 
trolled by local feeling. It is now said 
that when the troops took charge of the 
besieged cattlemen they failed to ob- 
serve the bodies of three dead men 
lying near those who had been killed in 
the fight. They are still there. 

New York, April 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A Douglas (Wyo.) dis- 
patch runs thus: ‘‘*The wires in this 
section of the country were cut two days 
ago, and it is known positively that Col. 
Van Horne and his three troops of cav- 
alry have left Fort McKinney for Fort 
Douglass with three cattlemen. 

‘It is known, however, that the road 
from McKinney to Douglass is picketed 
by at least 600 rustlers, and the action 
of the latter in cutting the wires is 
looked upon as almost certain evidence 
that they are determined to attack the 
cavalrymen and take the prisoners no 
matter at what cost; 

‘If Col. Van Horne has left Fort Mc- 
Kinney the feeling here is that he will 
be attacked. He is a most determined 
officer, and it is concluded he will not 
give up his prisoners without a fight. 
The road leading from Fort McKinney 
to Fort Douglass, 150 miles, is fuil of 
danger, winding through lands” 
and affording numberless opportunities 
for ambuscades. If an attack has been 
made upon the troops the rustlers will 
have plenty of time to get away before 
the fact of the fight is known. 

‘This is the situation at the present 
time, and the greatest anxiety is felt 
for the safety of the cavalry under Col. 
Van Horne, who stands no show in case of 
an attack by angry rustlers who would 
as soon shoot troops as cattlemen if 
anything were to be gained by it.”’ 

Denver (Colo.,) April 18.—The 
Rocky Mountain News has just received 
a bulletin from Casper, Wyo., saying 
that two men, badly wounded, arrived 
there this afternoon and relate an ex- 
citing story of the burning of Champion 
and Ray by cattlemen. The bulletin is 
meager and every effort is being made 
to obtain particulars. 


STIRRING THEM UP. 


The President of the Traffic Association 
and the Commissioners. 

San Francisco, April 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] At the meeting of the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners today 
a lengthy communication was received 
from President Stetson of the Traffic 
Association, in which it was set forth 
that the various communications ad- 
dressed to the board by Manager Leeds 
of the Traffic Association had the full 
and unqualified indorsement of the lat- 
ter body, and that Leed’s letter of 
March 26, which was referred to the 
board, was an urgent appeal to the 
board to perform a duty imposed by the 
organic law of the State. 

Stetson’s communication continues: 

A close scrutiny of your letter would seem 
to reveal a purpose on the part of your 
board to array the interior against the city 
of San Francisco by indulging in special 
pleading, speculating as to what mavor 
may not be the purpose of the Traffic Asso- 
ciation with reference to through traffic or 
terminals, a question that does not come 
within the purview of the official duties of 
your board. You are plainly endeavoring 
to escape performance of duty under law by 
assuming that the Traffic Association de- 
sires treble rates in the country and we 
think it decidedly out of place for you to 
attempt to arraign this body when you 
were in possession of the constitution of 
this association, which fully sets forth its 
purposes. 

Stetson goes on to say that the abol- 
ishment of terminals other than San 
Francisco has never been considered by 
the association, and nothing has been 
asked froin the board in the interest of 
San Francisco, which the association 
had not urged with equal force for the 
whole State. He closes by stating that 
there are two sides to the controversy 
with the board. The rates of transpor- 
tation are either too high or they are 
not. If too high, the duty of the board 
under the law is not only plain but im- 
perative. 

The, board ordered the communication 
spread upon its minutes.

Beauty, April 18.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| It is expected that 
workingmen will not be allowed to hold 
processions anywhere in Germany on 
May day.

BLOWN TO ATOMS. 


Seven Men Killed by Powder Works Ex- 
ploding in New Jersey. 

Mr. Artineton (N. J.,) April 18.—[By 
the Associated Press.] The works of 
the American Forcite Powder Company, 
on Lake Popatcong, a mile below here, 
blew up about 8 o’clock this. afternoon. 
Seven men were blownto atoms. The 
names of five ofthe killed are: J, D. 
Smith, superintendent; Jacob Carlson, 
William Pierce, James Vagh, A. John- 
son. A body, recognized as that of a 
Swede, whose name is unknown, was 
found. Two men mere injured; one of 
them, Beujamin Cassimore, will prob- 
ably die. Five buildings were shattered 
by the explosion. What caused it will 
never be known. 

Fragments of flesh and bones were 
found scattered over several acres of 
ground. One hundred and fifty pounds 
of flesh and bones were gathered up in 
boxes and will be buried.

A MOVEMENT in the direction of econ- 
omy has been taken with the Columbian 
Exposition by abolishing the useless 
office of Solicitor General at $12,000 a 
year, and cutting the President's 
$12,000 salary in two.

A Prixcz of the imperial house of 
Austria, whois alsoclosely related to 
the royal family of England; who is 
good-looking (age not stated;) has never 
been married; is well educated; owns 
property valued at 20,000,000 florins 
and is free from debt, hasseen fit to ad- 
vertise through a New York agent that 
he would like to marryan American 
heiress. He wants a girl who isa Cath- 
lic and has a dowry of $5,000;000. No 
specifications as to youth, beauty or 
temper. His motto is first come, first 
served, and he willallow only sixty 
days for applications. Our advice to 
five-million-dollar American girls is to 
let him alone. 


A memBER of the San Francisco bar 
suggests that the scandalous system of 
tugboat marriages could be broken up 
by two legislative acts, one of Con- 
gress, the other of the Legislature. 
The first should prescribe that any mas- 
ter, engineer or other employé of a tug- 
boat who shall be instrumental in any 
“way In assisting or forwarding such 
‘ marriages, shall, upon examination and 
- conviction, be deprived of his license. 
The State law should forbid the courts 
of California to recognize for any pur- 
pose or in any proceeding marriages 
solemnized in such a way, whether the 
matter involved be one of property. of 
the legitimacy of children, or of the 
status of the parties. It is. manifest 
that there is little use in maintaining 
rigorous license laws for marriage if 
they may be openly defied whenever a 
runaway couple choose to put off in a 
boat, accompanied by a preacher and a 
couple of witnesses. 


CuInesE slavery on the Pacific Coast 
will have to go, if there is anything in 
thorough exposure and denunciation by 
the press. The theme has been gener- 
ally taken up, and an earnest sentiment 
against the vile abuse itself and against 
the twisting of American laws to shield 
it is developing. The San Francisco 
Chronicle of last Sunday devotes an en- 
tire page tothe subject. It would be 
well if public indignation could be made 
so strong that no reputable attorney 
would lend his assistance to the vile 
Chinese bosses and no process of law 
could be invoked by them to restore 
their runaway slaves to the dens of 
prostitution. It -would be better if 
every den could be raided. The young 
girls who wish to be taken therefrom 
and lead better lives should be rescued 
from their degrading bondage and 
given safe places of residence under 
Christianizing influences. Some of the 
philanthropic ladies of Los Angeles 
might find a great field of usefulness in 
establishing such a home for the 
wretched Chinese girls. 


Tue popular belief about the venom- 
ous character of the centipede and ta- 
rantula is strongly denied by a resident 
of Redlands who recently wrote to a 
San Francisco paper, relating his expe- 
rience. He says: : 


I have captured eve tarantula that y 
have seen before they jumped in any di- 
rection and have teased and tormented 
them until I was tired, and presume they 
were tootiredto jump, as never have I 
been able to get them to do more than try 
to get out of sight. CentipedesI was told 
would cause the part of the person over 
which they crawled to shrivel up or waste 
‘away, yet a man on my place was stung by 
a ‘sized _centipede. We applied sal 

a and sent the man home to die, as the 
centipede had crawled nearly the whole 


Jength of him and stung him on thc back, 
but he was on handthe next morning and 
stated that the sting was about equal toa 


hornet's sting. 

It is probably true that different peo- 
ple are affected differently by the: bites 
or stings of these ‘‘varmints.’’ just as 
some people are seriously injured by 
poison oak and others are not suscepti- 
ble to its peculiar virus. Cases are on 
record where people have been made 
physical wrecks from injuries inflicted 
by centipedes, tarantulas and stingrays. 
but it does not follow that everybody 
who is struck by one of these creatures 
is doomed to such a fate. Itis just as 
well, however, not to make the experi- 
ment. When one is bitten there is 
hardly anything better than a little sal 
soda applied directly to the wound: 
The virus of all poisonous reptiles and 
insects seems to be of an acid nature 
Spd the soda neutralizes it if the appli- 
pation is made before the poisoh gets 
fate the blood.

What Might Have Been. 

The New York Press recently pro- 
pounded the query to several Southern 
gentlemen of prominence now residents 
of New York as to what the effect would 
have been if the South had succeeded 
in its secession and established an inde- 
pendent government. After a lapse of 
thirty years from the time of secession 
it is believed that a dispassionate an- 
swer may be given to this question, 
even by men who took an important 
part in the rebellion. The concensus of 
opinion is that it is-vastly better for 
the South that the war ended as it did. 
Perhaps a fair average of the several 
views expressed is embodied in an in- 
terview with Hon. John S. Wise of 
Virginia. He says: 


If the Southern Confederacy had suc. 
ceeded, it would have been bankrupt at the 
outset. Nobody can guess how much paper 
money it had issued. 

It would have had no system of railroads 
and no manufactories. It would have de- 
pended for existence on slavery and agri- 
culture. Except seaports, cities of any 
magnitude under such a system would have 
been impossible, and there would have been 
very littl. diversification of employment 
for the citizens. 

A large standing army would have been 
necessary along the frontier, necessitating 
heavy taxation, and the Confederacy would 
have dragged along on a wretched career 
of poverty from the very outset, 

The reopening of the African slave trade 
would andoubtedly have been agitated as 
a means of relief, and resulted in the seces- 
sion of the Gulf States, ifit failed, or of the 
border States if it succeeded; for, under 
the Confederate theory, any dissatisfied 
State could withdraw. 

While the North would have been better 
off, I doubt not her people would have 
yearned for a restoration of the Union, and 
Virginia, Kentucky, Missouri and other 
States that were aiways reluctant tosecede, 
would before now have patched up terms 
of reunion with the North. 

Even for the Southern people I doubt not 
the result is better than if the Confederacy 
had succeeded. Of course our defeat was 
a great shock to our pride and good opinion 
of ourselves. I think; however, we lost 
nothing by having some of that knocked 
out of us, and we still have enough to sup- 
ply all reasonable demands. Defeat was 
the only way to be rid of slavery. 

Ifthe South had succeeded she would 
have been spared much of the humiliation 
she has suffered, but defeat was the onl 
way to wean he: from slavery and agricul. 
ture. 

she could have had strength enough 
left to check the unwise legislation on suf- 
rage which followed upon the war it would 
have been better for the North as well as 
the South. That is about the only sore 
spot left of all the wounds of war. it is a 
bad cancer on the body politic, and I do not 
know what istobethecure. Still, on the 
whole, the vast preponderance is in favor 
of the resultasitcame out, and every dis- 
passionate man must see and admit that 
this is so. 

Our people could never have hoped for 
the liberty, happiness or prosperity they 
now enjoy if the Southern Confederacy 
had succeeded. 


One of the most important and attrac- 
tive features contemplated in the orig- 
inal plans for the celebration of the 
quadro-centennial of the discovery of 
America by Columbus is the grand 
review of all the effective ships of the 
new navy of the United States, to be 
held in Hampton Roads and New York 
harbor next April. The United States 
now occupies a respectable, though not 
a leading, place among the naval! powers 
of the world, and our vessels claim the 
merit of being up to the highest modern 
standards in their respective classes. 
They constitute a naval force of which 
the United States may well. be proud, 
and their assemblage and evolutions 
will be of great value, not only as a 
practical drill in extensive maneuvers, 
but as an impressive demonstration of 
the power of this Nation on the sea. It 
is proposed to invite foreign nations 
taking part in the World’s Fair to send 
representative ships from their fleets; 
and no doubt exists that the invitation 
will be appreciated and accepted. The 
majority of the Honse of Representa- 
tives, however, are unwilling to grant 
the appropriation of $250,000 recom- 
mended by Secretary Tracy for defray- 
ing the expenses of this splendid and 
instructive naval pageant. 


Ir it be tru=, as reported, that the 
Hindoo nose ring is to be abolished and 
a flower worn instead by Hindoo women, 
it means the decline and fall of the re- 
ligion of India.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Some Further Explanations About 
That Fruit Rate. 


It Will Be Fast Train Serviee for 
Slow Train Price, 


Towns That Will Be Shifted to a 
Side Track. 


The Serious Effect of a Change of the San 
Francisco Line—Trainmen Un- 
easy Again—Local 
Notes, 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
San Francisco says that as some misun- 
derstandings exist concerning the re- 
ported intentions of overland railroads 


to make reductions in the rates hereto-. 


fore charged for fast freight eastward, 
Assistant General Freight Agent 
Sproule, of the Southern Pacific, made 
an authoritative statement yesterday to 
J. C. Stubbs, third vice-president, au- 
thorizing and confirming the explana- 
tions. ‘Lhe ordinary freight rate—oth- 
erwise slow freight rate—from Sacra- 
mento to Chicago last vear was $1.25 
per hundred weight. For fruit shipped 
on trains making approximate passen- 
ger time the rate was 82.25 per hun- 
dred, while there was also a possibility 
of obtaining, by means of ‘‘expedited 
fruit trains’’ a service costing $1.75 
per hundred weight, and making the 
time somewhere between that of ordi- 
nary freight and passenger trains. 
This could only be done, however, 
where shippers enough combine to load 
a train of teu or more cars. 

The Southernh Pacitic Company pro- 
poses this year, without interfering 
with the regular rates as quoted, and 
which have been continued in force by 
the association, to arrange for the dis- 
patch of a special fast freight train 
from Sacramento daily or as often as 
the service requires, which, while only 
ordinary freight rate, $1.25 pér hbun- 
dred weight, will be charged tor what 
it carries, will, it.is expected, reach 
Chicago in exactly five days. The fig- 
ures given in the dispatch do not coin- 
cide with those on the published tariff 
which has been in force since last July, 
where the rates from California points 
for fruit by passenger and freight train 
service are quoted at $2.50 and $1.50, 
respectively. According to the expla- 
nation the Southern Pacific will not cut 
the existing rate, but will give fast 
train service for slow train price during 
the fruitseason. 

SAN FRANCISCO THROUGH TRAINS, 

It has already been stated that as 
soon as the short cut-off track between 
Collis and Fresno’ is built throngn 
Southern overland trains will go by this 
route. The Bulletiniof Monday says 
that this piece of ne@ws will be apt to 
sadden citizens of the towns between 
Fresno and Lathrop, From being on 
the main overland track they will be 
sidetracked to a.cestain extent, with 
all the incidental inconveniences. A 
large force of men are now at work on 
this cut-off road, and it. is expected to 
have it done by the middle of June at 
the farthest. When the west side road 
was recently extended down the San 
Joaquin Valley to A na it was then 
planned that the through Los Angeles 
and Sunset overland trains would leave 
by that route, leaving;sFresno and all 
enw on the present ree line north of 

throp out inthe o thiostly local 
service. To this n the Presto 
folks made a protest, and a reconsidera- 
tion of the proposition showed that the 
Collis-Fresno track would be a good 
thing, and so it was ordered. The pro- 
posed change will shorten the running 
time between San Francisco and Los 
Angeles very considerably, The time 
now is about twenty-two hours. If 
things go as expected the schedule will 
be cut to sixteen hours. 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC (TRAINMEN. 

Word from San Francisco says that 
the general discontent which has 
been brewing among Southern Pacific 
trainmen for several months past has 
crystallized at last, and there is serious 
trouble ahead for the company: if the 
statements of employés are to be relied 
upon. The prospective ‘trouble .comes 
from the fact that the company has re- 
fused on several occasions to grant a 
wage schedule acceptable to the men 
and the assumption is that it will refuse 
to dosonow. The Call says that this 
assumption seems to the men a fair one 
in view of the fact that Mr. Huntington 
has recently expressed himself in favor 
of a reduction of wages on the whole 
system. This expression may have has- 
tened the present crisis, but in the nat- 
ural course of events it would have 
come in a few months anyway, for the 
men are loud in the assertion that the 
terms of the last schedule have been 
grossly violated. This. schedule went 
into effect October 1, 1891, and ex- 
pressly proviied for pay for overtime. 
Under it the men have worked since, 
but under constant protest. The re- 
cently published statements that a 
scheme was on foot to still further re- 
duce the wages ratheralarmed the men, 
and it took the different lodges 
only a few days to decide upon a 
course of action. Saturday afternoon 
the local Grievance Committee laid the 
demands of the men before the officials 
at Fourth and Townsend streets. Anti- 
cipating the usual refusal on the part 
of the company and the-urgent need of 
a strong front, the General Grievance 
Committee has been called to San Fran- 
cisco.

BEFORE THE GREAT RUSH 


Thousands of Boomers. Ready 
for the Scramble Today. 


When the Cheyenne and Arapahoe 
Reservation is Opened. 


Intense Excitement Along the Okla- 
homa Frontier. ‘ 


Not Land Enough to Supply All the Home- 
seekers—Prospects of Serious Trou- 
ble Between Squatters 
and Filers.

KINGFISHER (Oklahoma,) April 18.— 
[By the Associated Press.| Twenty- 
five thousand boomers are bivouacking 
tonight on the borders of the Cheyenne 
and Arapahoe reservation, which will 
be opened to settlement tomorrow. 
These, with others who will make the 
race from various cities along the rail- 
road lines, make a total of some 28,000 
people who are seeking homes. Innum- 
erable rumors are current tonight of 
steals and conspiracies in connection 
with locating townsites, involving Fed- 
eral and railway officials, but none are 
traced to reliable sources. The line be- 
fore the land office numbers some 400 
men, who are determined to keep their 
position despite rumors of an attempt 
to be made to dislodge them. It is not 
thought that trouble will occur as the 
sheriff has an ample force to keep or- 
der. It is thought that the last man in 
the line tonight cannot possibly file be- 
fore the last squatter has located a 
claim. Filings made later would be 
useless and there will doubtless be much 
disappointment on the part of both filer 
and squatter. 

The scene on the border tonight is an 
interesting one, as the crowds are 
drawn up ina practically military line 
along the edge of the border. Some 
confusion and considerable iil-feeling 
was caused during the evening by later 
comers trying to get in the advanta- 
geous positions, but no affrays are re- 
ported, and the indications are that the 
opening will pass off without trouble. 

DaRLINGTON (Oklahoma,) April 18.— 
Nearly every colonist who proposes to 
race for a claim at the opening at noon 
tomorrow is now on the boundary. In 
this case railroad trains on the Rock 
Island Road will play an important 
part. It is proposedto run a special 
train to three unallotted quarter sec- 
tions on that road, where a syndicate of 
capitalists of El Reno, together with a 
number of United States officials and 
railroad representatives propose to 
erect atown. Itis expected that the 
train will land them there a few min- 
utes after noon, far ahead of those who 
go by wagon or horseback. 

Another Rock Island train will leave 
Kingfisher for another new town which 
it is proposed to build on its line. If 
the crowd is big enough to justify it 
two trains will be run from this point. 
The largest number will strike out for 
the county seats. The number esti- 


mated.to go from this point is 10,000, . 


Oxvanoma City, April 18.—The city 
is becoming rapidly depopulated and by 


tomorrow business will be _ totally 
suspended, as practically every- 
body is leaving for the _ reser- 
vation. The banks and _ other 


places have decided not to open unless 
they can have a good guard, fearing 
that raiders may take advantage of the 
situation. Itis not certain that when 
12 o'clock comes tomorrow the 800 
men who failed to get places in the line 
at the land office will make a rush, re- 
gardless of position, and the best man 
will get to the land office, which is 
situated in the third story of a _ build- 
ing, first. . 

‘The route from here to the border 
is lined with people of all sortsand con- 
ditions, and traveling in every conceiv- 
able manner. Many are carrying sup- 
plies for establishing business; in fact, 
everything for country life is to be 
found. Itis rumored that two confi- 
dence men who succeeded in robbing a 
boomer were shot dead en route to the 
new country, but the rumor is not con- 
firmed, 


AT SISSETON. 


Hardships of Home kers—Squatters Al- 
ready Breaking the Ground, 

Brown’s Vauuer (Minn.,) April 18.— 
|By the Associated Press.| Indian 
police are endeavoring to check the 
setting of prairie fires which squatters 
are lighting for the purpose of breaking 
the land easier. The fires cause con- 
siderable damage to pasture lands. “A 
number-of people have straggled into 
town half starved and nearly crazed 
from thirst. While there is plenty of 
water in the reservation they are un- 
familiar with the country and could not 
find it. Squatters have not de- 
layed in getting to work. Hundreds of 
acres have already been broken and 
men are putting in corn and hope to 
make enough this season to cover the 
expenses of proving up. So far there 
has been no claim jumping; and if any 
trouble occurs it will be from the efforts 
of filers to do so. 

At Watertown large crowds are still 
before the land office. As high as 
eleven filings were offered for a single 
tract. For each tratt in the southern 
portion there are from one to five 
claims, assquatters are filing by the 
hundreds today. 


A GREAT STORM. 


Deep Snow and a Blizzard in Great Britain 
and France. 


Lonpor, April 18.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The severe weather 
which set in here last week continues. 
In many places the ground is covered 
with snow a foot deep and a blizzard has 
raged. Enormous damage has been 
done to fruit and vegetables. In many 
places rivers have overflowed their 
banks and the adjacent country has 
been flooded and crops destroyed. The 
situation is really serious. Snow and 
sleet have prostrated telegraph poles 
and cut off telegraphic communication. 

A great storm is raging today in the 
north of Wales and Cheshire. Advices 
say the cold wave is beginning to be 
felt on the Baltic.

BLAINE’S DIPLOMACY. 


The “Modus Vivendi” Agreement 
Laid Before the Senate. 


Its Ratification by That Body Will 
Be Necessary. 


Some Important Concessions Made to _ 


England’s Claims. 


Other Washington News—A Hard Fight 
Expected in the Senate Over the 
New Chinese Exclusion Bill— 
Emancipation Day. 


By Telegraph to The Times. ) 
Wasuineton, April 18.—[By the As. 
sociated Press.| The modus vivendi for 
the protection ofthe Bering Sea seal 
fisheries during the pendency of arbi- 
tration, which has been the subject of 
negotiations between Blaine and the 
British Minister, was brought to the 
Capitol this afternoon. For some rea- 
son, not now apparent, it was un: er an 
injunction of secrecy, and therefore 
was not laid before the Senate in open 
session. Mr. Sherman, however, was 
notified by the President of the nature 
ofthe communication, and he moved 
that the Senate go into executive ses- 
sion. Accordingly people cleared ‘out 
ofthe galleries and the doors were 
closed. Then the seals were broken 
and the modus was read to the Senate. 
It appeared from reading the docu- 
ment that Blaine and the britishMin- 
ister have spent the time since the 
British government consented to renew 
the modus in trying to phrase the con- 
ditions relative to damages so as to 
secure advantages for their respective 
governments. It appeared that Great 
Britain’s reluctance in consenting toa 
renewal was assumed for the purpose 
of obliging this Government to accept 
terms which would insure Great Britain 
against heavy loss in case of an adverse 


decision by the arbitrators, and promise — 


the assessment of such a sum against 
the United States as would partiall 
heal the soreness still felt by Britis 
diplomats at the formidable judgment 
rendered against them by tle Geneva 
arbitrators, and Blaine endeavored to 
bring the statement of liabilities to the 


basis laid down in Wharton’s notes of — 


July 22-23 last, while the British gov- 
ernment sought to escape direct respon- 
sibility for unwarrantable killing of 
seals, and for anything more than the 
difference between 7500 skins, which 
the lessee of the seal islands took and 
the 100,000 skins they might have 
taken had the modus of last vear not 
been forced. The agreement is said to 
be a fair mean between the two ex- 
treme propositions. 

It appears that, unlike the first modus, 
it will require the approval of the Sen- 
ate inasmuch as it proposes a perman- 
ent settlement of damages and pro- 
vides fora means of adjusting claims. 
The discussion in the Senate was in 
the same vein that characterized the 
proceeding of the debate. The docu- 
ment was finally referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. 


THE ANTI-CHINESE BILL, 
A Lively Contest over the Measure Ex. 
pected in the Senate. 

Wasuineton, April 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.|° Sherman, chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee, gave 
notice in the Senate today that he would 
tomorrow ask the attention of the Sen- 
ate to the Chinese Restriction Bill. It 
was necessary, he said, that it shoull 
be passed within ten days, asthe present 
legislation on the subject would under 
a certain construction of it, expire some 
time in the month of May. 

The Pacific Coast Senators are mak- 


ing ready for a bitter struggle when 
the bill comes up before the Senate to-” 


morrow. They will endeavor to have 
the Senate adopt the bill as it came 
from the House, instead of the Senate 
committee's substitute, but to do this 
they must overcome the scruples of a 
large number of Senators, many of them 
Democrats, who are at _ present 
inclined to the belief that’ the 
House bill igs unconstitutional and 
repugnant to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of a republic. There are also 
some Senator:| who believe that the 


business interests of the country would - 


be very injuriously affected by the en- 
actment of the House bill, holding that 
the execution of the law would be fol- 
lowed by the exclusion from China of 
all Americans, mainly representatives 
of American importing firms. 

Advocates of the House bill, however, 
contend that it is the only measure now 
before Congress which promises a real 
solution of the Chinese question, and it 
must be adopted by the Republican Sen- 
ate under penalty of heavy loss on the 
Pacific Coast next November. 

Senator Chandler today introduced a 
number of amendments tothe House 
bill. The action is significant as an in- 
dication of the extent of the belief that 
the House bill will prove to be the basis 
of action of the Senate rather than the 
committee’s substitute. In substance 
the amendments provide that the com- 
ing of Chinese persons into the United 
States shall be suspended for a period 
of fifteen vears, in place of the absolute 
prohibition of the House bill. They re- 
duce from five to two years the impris- 
onment prescribed as punishment for 


Chinese found unlawfully in the United . 


States, and finally strikeout a part of 
the last section of the bill abrogating 
all trearies in conflict with it.

One Phase of Pomona’s Saloon 
Cases Decided. 


Copeland Denied a Writ of Prohibi- 
tion by Judge Van Dyke. 


An Elaborate Opinion Setting Forth 
the Reasons in Detail, 


Proceedings of the Suprenre Coort in Bank 
Large Amount of! Business Dis- 
posed of—General Court. Notes 
—New Suits. 


Judge Van Dyke rendered his decision 
yesterday morning in the matter of the 
application of J. T. Copeland for a writ 


of prohibition to prevent the recorder | 


of the city of Pomona from trying him 
upon the charge of having violated an 
anti-liquor ordinance, on the ground 
that the same was invalid. At the last 
regular election held at Pomona three 
of the five trustees were voted for, the 
other two holding over. Of the candi- 
dates for office only two were declared 
elected, and W. M. Moody, the incum- 
bent of the trusteeship for the First 
Ward, continued in office. Shortly 
afterward the prohibition question was 
discussed and an ordinancé finally 
adopted, Trustees Moody. Rolph and 
Koehler voting in the majority. 

It was contended by the applicants 
for the writ that a certain clause of the 
State law declares that, at the first 
meeting of the trustees of the corpora- 
tion. of Pomona, the trustees should 
806 arrange themselves that three should 
go out at the expiration of two years, 
and thattwo should go out at the ex- 
piration of four years. Moody’s. two 
years had expired and he should have 
gone out, and legally he properly was 
out whether he went of his own voli- 
tion or not. 

The Court denied the writ in accord- 
ance with the following opinion: 

This is an application fora writ of pro 
hibition against the respondent as re- 
corder ofthe city of Pomona. The. pett- 
tioner was arrested on the 11th day of Feb. 
ruary, 1892, under and by virtue of a war- 
rant of arrest issued ont of the recorder’s 
court of thatcity, charging the petitioner 
with having violated ordinance No. 39 of 
saidcity, Thecity of Pomona was incor- 
—— as acity of the fifth class under the 

unicipal Incorporation Act. of 1883, and 
at the geneial municipal election held on 
the second Monday of April, 1889. a full 
board of trustees was elécted, consisting 
of W. M. Moody, S. J. Rolph, R. S. Bassett, 
Fred ‘J. Smith and George Rhorer. At 
their first meeting they so classified them- 
selves in pursuance of section 752 of the 
municipal act, that three of their number, 
to-wit, Moody, Smith and Bassett, should 
go out of office atthe end of two years. 
Before the election of 1891 Smith resigned 
and C. C. Johnson was appointed to fill the 
unexpired term. The trustees by an ordi- 
nance divided the city of Pomona previous 
tothe April election of 1891 into five 
wards, according to certain streets, but 
subsequently an ordinance was passed 
which changed the names of certain streets 
and had the effect of amending 
the ordinance dividing the city into 
wards. 

Two years having expired since the 
election of Moody it is claimed that 
he ceased to be a trustee; butit is also 
declared in said section, preceding the pro- 
viso just quoted, as follows: *‘Members of 
the Board of Trustees and of the Board of 
Education shall hold office for the period of 
four years from and after the Monday next 
succeeding the date of such election and 
until their successors are elected and qualified.”’ 
Therefore, the terms of the members of the 
Board of Trustees and of .he Board of Edu- 
cation elected at the first election are four 
and two vears, respectively, according to 
the classification provided for. The whole 
section should be considered in arriving at 
a proper construction. Itis first declared 
that the members of the Board of Trustees 
and of the Board of Education shall hold 
office for four years and until their succes- 
sors are elected and qualified, and the’ pro- 
viso is simply intended to qualify the term 
so that the members shall not all be elected 
thereafter at one.time. There is no reason 
why the members of the board after the 
classification should cease to hold office at 
the expiration of the two and four years, 
respectively, without regard to the election 
and qualification of their successors, while 
others should hold until their succes- 
sors are elected and qualified. The provi- 


sion is not designed to limit the 
termin this respect. (Ruggles y. Bd. of 
Trustess, 88 Cal. 431,) The Legislature 


has been careful to provide against a hia- 
tus or interregnuminthisrespect. “Every 
officer must continue to barge the 
duties of his office, although his term has 
expired, until his successsor has qualified." 
(Pol. C. 879.) This provision for con- 
tinuing in office until the successor is 
elected and qualified is designed to prevent 
any stoppage in the performance of public 
duties. It has had frequent applications in 
this State. (Stratton v Oulton, 28 Cal. 435, 
People v Bissell, 49°Cal. 407, Myers v Su- 
pervisors, 60 Cal. 287, Treadwell Yolo 
county, 62 Cal, 563-567, People ‘vy Tyrell, 
87 Cal. 475.) .This last was the case of an 
,omMicer appointed by..the Governor, whose 
“term expired at the adjournment of the 


- mext session of the Legislature, and 
the Legislatare failed to make ap- 
pointment. The Court, in construing 


section 1000 of the Political Code, 
says: “The lahgoag: of that section, ‘but 
* the person so appointed can only hold the 
efice until the adjournment of the next 
session of the Legislature,’ simply means, 
when construed with section 879, as it 
must be, that the term of said appointive 
officer shall expire upon the adjournment 
of the next session of the Legislature and 
his successor may take his place; but if no 
successor has been appointed, thenthe very 

be 


condition of affairs intended ~ to 
provided for by section 879 has 
arisen and that section applies. It is the 


settled law of this State that the mere ex- 
piration of the term of the incumbent of an 
office does not create a vacancy therein 
such as the Governor alone is authorized to 
fill by the appointment of a successor, 
(P. 478.) Moody therefore held over as 
trustee, no successsor having been elected 
or qualified to take his place, and there was 
not a vacancy in such office of trustee. The 
objection, therefore, that the ordinance in 
qustion did not receive a’ majority vote of 
the trustecs is antenable. 

The ordinance was properly attested.and 
is not in conflict with the general laws of the 
State. This disposes of the points made by 
counsel for the petitioner adversely to 
their contentien, and it follows, therefore, 
that the application for a writ must be 
denied, and it is so ordered. 

In the case of G.S. Mullally vs. W. 
D. Morton, the same ruling was also 
‘made, the matter at issue being identi- 
cal.

Judge Weed Elected Mayor by 
the Trustees. 


A Banquet Tendered to the Retiring 
Councilmen. 


The Howes’s Case Quietly Settled 
With Mr. Randall.

A special session of the City Council was 
held at 10 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
entire board was present and Mayor Lu- 
kens presided. City Clerk Cambell read the 
minutes of Saturday's meeting, which were 
approved. The councilmen-elect, Judge 
Oscar F. Weed and John S. Cox, then took 
the oath of offce, whereupon Trustees 
Simpson and Banbury, whose terms had 
expired, resigned their seats in favor of the 
newcomers. A general handshaking eu- 
sued before the retiring members took 
their departure. 

The bond of the treasurer-elect, W. U. 
Masters, in the sum of $50,000-and that of 
marshal-elect Buchanan in the sum of $25.,- 
000 were presented, and having been ap- 
or pe by the board, these officers were 

uly swornin. Col. O. S. Pincher, E. E. 
Parker and Sherman Washburn of the 
board of library trustees were also sworn 
in. John W. Vandevort of the same board 
appeared later and was duly sworn. B. M. 

otkyns, the remaining member of the 
board, was absent from town, Adjourn- 
ment was made until 2 o'clock.’ 

Promptly at the avove bomr the new 
Council convened. The matter of choosing 
a president of ths board, or Mayor, by 
which title the ofice is commonly ‘desig- 
nated, having been brught up, Trustee Cox 
made a few remarks in favor of Mayor Lu- 
kens continuing in that capacity during his 
full term of office. Mr. Cox referred to the 
fact that Mr. Lukens had been elected two 
years ago a Councilman-at-large, as distin- 
guished from the members elected from the 
several wards. As such he had been chosen 
Mayor, and in the speaker's opinion, he was 
entitled to continue in this capacity until 
the expiration of his term. He had proved 
himself an efficient officer and had main- 
tained the pm of his position to the 
satisfaction of the board and the commu- 
nity at large. 

Trustee McQuilling thought that the 
newly-organized board should have the 
privilege of choosing its own president. 
After some further discussion it was de- 
cided to elect a president by ballot. The 
resultof the first ballot was: Weed, 2 
votes; Lukens, 1 vote; Cox, 1 vote; Clarke, 
1 vote. The second ballot resulted the 
same. It was then decided to place the 
names of the three oe having the 
lowest number of votes in a hat 
and draw out one; the name so drawn to be 
drop from the list. Mr. Clarke’s name 
was drawn andthe third ballot then re- 
sulted: Weed 2, Lukens 1, Cox 1. The 
next time Mr. Cox's name wasdrawn. This 
left only Messrs. Weed and Lukens to be 
voted for and the fourth ballot resulted: 
Weed 2 votes, Lukens 1 vote. Mr. Weed 
was accordingly declared elected. 

Judge Weed then briefiy addressed the 
board. He said he had been nominated 
and elected a member of the Council en. 
tirely without solicitation on his part, and 
now that this additional honor had been 
thrust upon him, if guided by his personal 
wishes he would feel compelled to decline 
it. He could not, however, feel justified in 
shrinking from the responsibility and duty 
which had thus been placed upon him, 
hence he would accept, the office. He cor- 
qvially thanked the Trustees for the confi- 
dence they had thus reposed in him, and 
stated that he would fulfill his duties tothe 
best of his ability andin strict accordance 
with the dictates of his conscience. He 
added with emphasis that he considered 
himself elected only tor a period of two 

ears, and not for his entire term of office.

She is Ready for the Carnival 
of Flowers. 


Promise of a Unique and Brilliant 
Pageant Tomorrow. 


Some of the Interesting Features of 
the Gay Carnival. 


The Town Filling Up With Visitors— 
Plenty of Accommodations—A 
Glimpse of the Past 
—News Notes, 


SANTA BARBARA, April 18, 1892.—([Staff 
Correspondence of THe This morn- 
ing dawned as nearly all mornings dawn in 
this valley of peace, with sunshine upon 
the hills, a quiet stillnessin the vales, the 
breath of the sea and the summer in the 
air, as if allthings were waiting for the 
coming Carnival of Flowers. The roses 
nodded gaily in the gardens, as if to say, 
‘“‘We are ready,’’ and delicious fragrance 
stole out from the hearts of lilies and all 
sweet-smelling things till the world seemed 
a fitting temple for the coming goddess, 
Flora. Nature has appeared to be in sym- 
pathy with the approaching pageant, for 
never were the gardens of Santa Barbara 
fuller of bloom and brilliant color than 
they are today. And what promises success 
for the coming féte is that the hearts of all 
the people are init. Santa Barbara works 
like one man, with concerted action, when 
she has anything out of the ordinary to 
accomplish, so that she is frequently more 
successful than larger cities in what she 
undertakes. 

The place is already very full. The 
hotels have few vacant rooms. Many have 
come from different parts of the State to 
witness the carnival, and many are here 
from all sections of the country to enjoy a 
longer stay. 

And what acontrast does Southern Cali- 
fornia afford to the cyclone-swept and 
blizzard-blown East. What wonder that 
people love to linger where Nature is re- 
generate, with none of the depravity about 
her that results in terrible tempests, with 
thermometers frozen even in the lap of 
spring. 

But Nature, even here, is a little moody 
sometimes, and since the hour of noon ap- 

roached she has given way toa spirit of 
riskiness that is not in keeping with her 
usual semi-tropic calm. A north wind has 
rushed down upon us, blowing in frequent 
gusts and sending the dust flying in mad 
eddies along the streets. But itis all ina 
spirit of playfulness, for the wind is not 
cold, yet itis unkind to the flowers, for it 
scatters the leaves of the full-blown roses 
like snow. 

All the preparations for the carnival are 
now about complete. The tribunes which 
have been erected on State street, opposite 
the grounds where the battle of flowers is 
to take place, are nearly finished and will 
seat about 2000 people. Some of the most 
desirable seats have been reserved for the 
representatives of the press and for distin- 
guished guests, of whom there are quite a 
number in the city. The officers of the 
Charleston, which is now lying in the har- 
bor, are among the invited guests, with 
other. notables. 

The beautiful little daughter of Mr. 
Thoms B. Dibblie has been selected to rep- 
resent the goddess Flora. She is but about 
8 years old and will make a diminutive 
fairy goddess, as charming as the most 
brilliant of her subjects. she will appear 
with her tairy nymphs gorgeously arrayed 
in flowers and seated in her royal chariot. 
It will be a splendid scene---the long, flower- 
crowned procession, each carriage covered 
with flowers, the gaily-attired crowds, the 
prancing horses, the bouquet-laden pedes- 
trians and the smiling populace filling the 
wayside seats. 

There will be many decorated floral 
floats, tub carts, equestrians, slips of girls 
on small ponies or burros and happy boys 
on like steeds; Spanish bands in Spanish 
costumes, childrenin miniature vehicles, 
drivers in jockey costumes, and various 
other features that will tend to lend eclat 
to the scene. 

This grand parade takes place on Wednes- 
day, which will be one of the most brilliant 
days of the carnival. 

People are arriving in large numbers, in 
order to enjoy the week's festivities, and, 
though the hotels : re well filied, the Com- 
mittee of Arrangements has a large list of 
private houses where strangers will be re- 
ceived, so that there will be no lack of ac- 
com modations for those who come. 

A LOOK BACKWARD. 

I met a pleasant party of visitors this 
morning at the studio of Mrs. Henry C. 
Ford, Santa Barbara’s foremost artist, who 
have been making atour of Southern Cali- 
fornia, visiting its old missions and various 
other places of interest. and they are 
charmed with all they have seen, and pre- 
dict a grand future tor this Golden State. 
Among these was Rev. Henry G. Spaulding 
of Boston, so recently a visitor at Los An- 
geles. He was telling us, among other 
things, of an amusing incident which oc- 
curred during his visit to the mission at 
San Juan Capistrano. The attendent who 
showed them about the venerable old pile 
was very voluble, and endeavored to tell 


them the story of all they saw. Among 
the paintings about the altar was 
one very oid, but well preserved, 


in which were three human figures, one of 
whom was a heavily-bearded man. But the 
dim eves of the old servitor did not per- 
ceive this, and so he announced that “there 
is the picture of the three Marys at the 
sepulchre — Mary the mother of Jesus, 
Mary the mother of John, and Mary the 
mother of James.”’ 

*But,’’ said Mrs. Spalding, ‘‘don’t you 
notice that one of them has a beard—he 
must be a man.’’ 

‘Ono!’ replied the attendant, serenely, 
“some women have beards—I saw a woman 
witb one once at the circus.”’ 

I wonder at the indifference felt by our 
own people in regard to the old 
missions when I see the enthusiasm 
which strangers manifest in relation to 
them. The time will come when these 
hoary and decaying monuments of a van- 
ished civilization will be venerated, but 
many of them may have fallen into ruins 
before we are fully awake to the impor- 
tance of their preservation. Decay is 
gnawing at them witb her relentless tooth, 
and they need promptrepair. Santa Bar- 
bara has done wellin this regard, though 
it is to be regretted that she has in a meas. 
ure modernized a portion of her interior 
walls, and permitted the ancient and 
shapely arch at the entrance of the cafion 
to crumble away. But still there are 
streets here where the past seems to linger 
undisturbed. 

But it is nearly time for the iron horse of 
today tocome thundering aiong this once 
quiet valley, and as he will not wait for my 
letter 1 must close with the promise of 
more anon.

ANOTHER ALIAS. 


More Information About Williams- 
Deeming. 


A Man of Many Alfases—A Lady Who 
Knew Him in Ohio as Mr, 
Mitchell With a Wife 
and Family. 


As wasto have,been expected the 
Herald hastens to cast discredit upon the 
story regarding the probable presence 
of Deeming, the multiplex wife-mur- 
derer, in Los Angeles during the boom, 
as printed exclusively in Tae Times on 
Sunday. In its haste to make up for 
lost time, however, the Herald trips 
itself up and instead of exploding the 


} story, as it purports todoina glib and 


off-hand manner, the affair is left more 
complicated and sensational than ever. 

According to the Herald Mrs. Catch- 
ing says now that the man who married 
her here under the name of Charles H. 
Williams worked for Hunter & Co. of 
Sydney under the hame of W. W. Will- 
iams: Mrs. Catchings told Tae Times 
reporter thathe wotked for that firm 
under the name of Mitchell, adding that 
this was his true name. This was so 
stated in the story, as published 
in Tse Times. Further’ confirma- 
tion of the fact that he had 
borne the name of Mitchell was 
found, and also mentionedin the 
story, at theshop of Mr. Shooter, his 
former employer, where it was learned 
that he left behind him an Odd Fellows’ 
withdrawal card under the name of 
Mitchell.  Yesterday~-further evidence 
of thisturned up. Referring toa dis- 
patch from Australia, that a photograph 
from Ohio was found among the mur- 
derer’s effects, a report was mentioned 
that Williams had. suddenly left Los 
Angeles after having ‘been recognized 
by a lady from Ohie. A TimEs reporter 
ascertained vesterday that this lady 
had recognized Williams in the office of 
Southworth & Williams as a married 
man with a grown family, whom she 
had known in that State under the 
name of Mitchell. 

The Herald seeks to make the point 
that Deeming and Williams cannot be 
cone, because the former was in prison 
in Australia while the latter was work- 
ing for Hunter & Co., of Sydney. This 
is not so. Williims worked for Hunter 
& Co., during the last six months of 
1883; while Deeming was imprisoned 
for theft during six weeks of 1882. 

Here, then, are at least three aliases 
that this man has gone under—c. H. 
Williams, W. W. Williams and Mitchell 
—or about half asmany as Deeming is 
known to have borne. It is certainly 
difficult to keep accurate track of a man 
who makes such chameleon-like changes 
in his name, especially when no photo- 
graph was available to establish his 
identity. At present the proof that the 
Charles H. Williams of Los Angeles is 
the W. W. Williams, or Mitchell, of Syd- 
ney, is no stronger thaR that he is the 
Deeming, alias Williams, in jail at Mel- 
bourne. 

Mrs. Catching did not hold out any 
inducement to Tue reporter to re- 
turn fof further information, as the 
Herald states; she simply expressed a 
very strong desire to have the matter 
kept quiet and said she had papers to 
show that the man had worked for Hun- 
ter & Co. undesthe name of Mitchell, 
which information was published. The 
fmatter would not have 
made public had not so much cor- 
roborative evidence been forthcoming. 
While Mrs. Catching hastened to say 
that she saw no similarity whatever in 
the newspaper portrait which was 
clipped from the New York World in 
Washington by the Los Angeles attor- 
nev, who was struck by the strong re- 
semblance to Williams, as he knew him 
in this city—which she scarcely glanced 
at—four persons, who knew Williams 
intimately, and for periods of from six 
months to overa year, were struck by 
the resemblance. 

The question as to whether C. H. 
Williams, alias W. W. Williams, alias 
Mitchell is the same as Deeming, alias 
Albert Williams, is by no means settled. 
It is probable that the next few days
